Made $113,620 Last Year. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 26.—(6pe- 
eclal.)\—The Alabama insurance @epart- 
ment turned into the treasury for tite 
year 1907 the sum of $113,620.31, which 
represented the net earnings of the de- 
partment. Figures prepared by Deputy 
Commissioner of Insurance A, C. Sex- 
ton show that the total receipts were 
$117,724.68, with $4,104:37 expenses. 
The increase in net returns over !906 
was %$9,627.6!. : 

The details of the receipts for 1907 
are given as follows: Licenses of 180 
companies, $16,479; license for 4,823 
agents, $16,880.50; taxes on $8,436,518 
in business, $84,365.18; total, $11!7,- 
724.68. Deputy Commissioner Sexton 
now believes that for the fiseal year 
1908 the returns will exceed those of 
1907 by at least $50,000.

The 
banks increased their loans last week, 
$8.889,000: deposits, owing to the heavy 
gain in cash and the loan expansion, 
expanded $36,979,500, and are now 
higher than since June |! last, Govern- 
ment deposits in the New York banks 
stand at $69,608,400, the decrease for 
the week having been $2,418,700. In 
view of the flood of cash pouring into 
New York, it is only natu@®al that the 
banks should seek to reduce their cir- 
culation, and the decrease of about one 
and one half millions during the week 
of January (8, was followed by a fur- 
ther reduction of $857,100. To fllustrate 
how the banks have recuperated since 
the middle of November, it is only nec- 
essary to add that they have changed 
a deficiency of $54,000,000 into a Sur- 
plus reserve of $37,00,000, indicating a 
gain of $91,000,000 in surplus and re- 
quired reserve in a little over two 
months.”

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OLD ACCOUNT BOOK GIVES 
AN INTERESTING INSIGHT 
TO ANTE-BELLUM TIMES 


Ry James A. Hall. 


Pioked from a pile of rubbish, where 
it had been thrown to decay, its rusty 
leather cover and its yellow, time- 
stained pages bespeaking its great a6, 
&4n old account book recently came into 
my hands. On examination I found that 
the old book possessed a history, and 
that its yellow pageg teemed with in- 
teresting information. 

This old book, bound in solid leather, 
was the property of a country merehnant, 
who did business in i818 The name oI 
the merchant and his place of business 
are both absent, but as the names ot 
the customers sound very home-like, the 
location of thig store was very probaoly 
somewhere in middle Georgia. 

later the book was carried 
(Cherokee nation and did service in tne 
etore of J. R. Terrell, at Pine Log, in 
what is now Bartow county. Here there 
is a marked change tn the Manner or! 
keeping the accounts and in place ot 
the old, familiar names of John Jones, 
who bought rum and gun flints back in 
1818, and Simon Ledbetter, who paia 
84 each for two gun locks and 3.06 1-4 
for a tea kettle, and then settled nis 
account with wool hats of his own 
manufacture, at 61.60 each, we come to 
such significant names ag Crying 
Snake, Bat, Taha, Panther, Hhuckie- 
berry.

Former Commissioner Yerkes Ap- 
pears for Liquor Men 


ATTACK MADEON THESTATES 


Yerkes Says the States Are Trying 
to Take Questién Out of Control 
of the Nation Where It Be- 
loéngs—Temperance Peo- 
ple Demand Hearing. 


Washington, January 25.—The sub- 
committee of the senate committee on 
judiciary continued its hearings today 
on the bills relating to federal jurisdic- 
tion over interstate shipments of liquor 
into prohibition territory. John W. 
Yerkes, former commissioner of internal 
revenue, made an extended argument in 
opposition to the measures. He con- 
tended that there fs an attempt on the 
part of the state authorities to have con- 
gress take the question out of the do- 
main of national legislation, where, 
under the constitution, it belongs, and 
transfer it to the states. 

Mr. Yerkes drew a graphic description 
of what he considered would be the 
chaotic condition of interstate com- 
merce laws by the time various states 
through which common carriers passed 
were allowed to put upon them the lim- 
itation of state laws. 

Prohibitionists Want Hearing. 


Rev. S. HX Nicholson, legislative super- 
intendent of the Anti-Saloon League, 
gave notice that his organization would 
require a hearing as soon as the oppo- 
nents of the bill should complete their 
argument. He said he could see nothing 
to prevent congress from giving a state 
power to regulate the sale of liquor 
within its borders. “In prohibition 
states,’’ said he, “express offices and 
railway offices are practically running 
saloons, where liquor is shipped to fictli- 
tious persons, and where it can be ob- 
tained by any person going to these 
places and paying the charges.’”’ 

When asked by Senator Knox if this 
mode of sale could not be regulated by 
congress without the withdrawal of fed- 
eral licenses, Mr. Nicholson said that 
in his opinion the only real remedy 
would be to give states the control of 
liquor shipments from the time they 
entered the boundartes.

Attack on Southern Confederacy. 

“Ag to the responsibility of the 
United States government for the 
treatment of union soldiers in confed- 
erate hands it is sufficient to say that 
whether or not the United States gov- 
ernment declined to continue the ex- 
change had no bearing whatever upon 
the manner in which the confederates 
treated their prisoners. It was bound 
t» treat them with ordinary human- 
ity whether the “overnment agreed to 
an exchange or not, and it is a bitter 
indicment of the southern confederacy 
that it attempted to force an exchange 
on its own terms by treating the pris- 
eners so badly as to arouse a feeling 
in the north against the government 
for its alleged refusal to exchange. 

“The plea that it could not have fed 
them better is conclusively refuted by 
the fact that when Sherman passed 
through that country he found an 
abundance of provisions for his great 
army of 60,000 men. 

“The only serious mistake in this 
business is in holding up to obloquy 
Captain Wirz as the principal agent in 
He was merely a captain 
and the real responsible man was 
Brigadier General John H. Winder, 
commissary general of prisons formerly 
provost marshal general of the south- 
ern confederacy, and the worst hated 
man in the south.” 

Mrs. Ball Attacks Southern Women. 

Mrs. Isabel Worrell Ball, president of 
the Department of the Potomac,wo- 
man’s relief corps, Says: 

“In my opinion the erection of the 
monument to Wirz at Andersonville is 
the crowning infamy of an organiza- 
tion of women which does more to keep 
alive the fires of sectionalism than 
anything else in the world. 

“T am surprised and pained at the 
action of these southern women for 
several reasons. I had supposed, from 
association with both men and women 
or the south, that the southern wo- 
man's ideal of men was a high one. 
Since Wirz seems to be the type they 
most admire, for to him they have 
erected the first monument to men of 
the south, I am distinctly disappointed 
fu their idea of types of men. It is 
a well known fact that Wirz was an 
ignorant, uncouth foreigner, not even 
a naturalized citizen of the United 
States and that he was selected for his 
horrible work just because he was ig- 
norant and brutal and able to do his 


work without much urging. 
“This is not my opinion ogly, but a

Northern Women Own Anderson-

Structed and those who, even if they 
were right and the north wrong in 
tiat great war. for human liberty, are 
willing to let the dead past bury its 
cead. We had a good many signs put 
up around the grounds telling of in- 
cidents that happened there when the 
prison pen was fullest of suffering 
soldiers, prisoners of war, and we were 
informed by some of the women in the 


‘south that these’ signs were a source 


of great grief to them, and it would 
promote peace and a better feeling be- 
tween north and south if we would 
take the signs down. Immediately 
every offending sign was removed. 
Not one remains in place today. 

Wirz Monument Called Outrage. 


“When the movement for this monu- 
ment was begun we sent committees to 
the women who were about to per- 
petuate what we believed to be an qut- 
rage, not only on the men, 13,710 of 
whom died fin that pen and 99! of 
whom fill unknown graves, but we felt 
that to idealize'a man of the Wirz 
type was a reflection on the men of 
the south to whom thousands of us 
are akin. We apealed to them as wo- 
men not to do this thing, and they 
sneered at us and declared that they 
would build it if they had to waik 
over us to do it. 

“I promise for the woman's relief 
corps that if this monument is erected 
ai the gate of Andersonville prison 
park as the ground purchased by the 
ieorgia women would indicate, every 
placard that we took from the grounds 
will be put back and there will be 
others more significant placed there. 
The woman's relief corps meant to be 
generous to the soythern sisters. Let 
me say to them, however, that we shal] 
also be just to the memories of the 
men who died in that loathsome pen, 
and I speak for an uncle who fills one 
cf those unknown graves.” 


BRYAN FEELS IT

It has 
been found productive of trouble and 
discord rather than harmony, and should 
not be continued longer in our national 
convention.”’ 

Bell for Majority Rule. 

Representative Bell said: 

“I think the majority rule should be 
adopted. It is the only fair, democratic 
rule under which to proceed. There is 
always less friction when a majority is 
permitted to settle questions. A ma- 
jority controls in everything else. Why 
not in our national conventions? Ags to 
candidates, my personal preference is for 
Bryan and Johnson. While that is my 
personal view, it seems to me from a 
political standpoint the ticket that would 
come nearer being euccessful is Gray 
and Bryan. I would like to see the party 
name a good man and be successful.” 

“Bryan was indorsed in the Macon 
platform,” said Judge Adamson, “and I 
am for him.

the south to whom thousands of us 
are akin. We apealed to them as wo- 
men not to do this thing, and they 
sneered at us and declared that they 
would build it if they had to walk 
over us to do it. 

“I promise for the woman's relief 
corps that if this monument is erected 
a. the gate of Andersonville prison 
park as the ground purchased by the 
‘eorgia women would indicate, every 
placard that we took from the grounds 
will be put back and there will be 
others more significant placed there. 
The woman's relief corps meant to be 
generous to the soythern sisters. Let 
me say to them, however, that we shall 
also be just to the memories of the 
men who died in that loathsome pen, 
and I speak for an uncle who fills one 
cf those unknown graves.”’

Yesterday the city employees in the 
prison department of public works held 
a meeting, after having received from 
Henry Is Collier, commissioner of public 
works a letter notifying them that em- 
ployees of the department would either 
have their wages cut on January 3! or 
the number of employees would be re- 
i@uced, and unanimously decided to peti- 
tion the commissioner to effect a re- 
duction of the force than to cut salaries. 
Every employee signed the petition for 
a reduction of the foree, none favoring 
a reduction of wages. 

“We are still hopeful,” said Captain 
D. M. Vining, superintendent of the city 
prison, “that some method may be de- 
vised by which the public revenue may 
be so increased that neither a reduction 
of wages nor a reduction of the working 
force will be necessary. Some of the 
city employees suggest that the deficit 
in revenue could be raised by slightly 
increasing the water tax, while others 
Suggest that a tax coulg be imposed 
upon vehicles and live stock, but all are 
agreed that they had rather take the 
chance of losing a position than to keep 
the same force on reduced wages.”’

This caused a great deal of comment, 
and reference was made to a case tried 
in the appellate court by Judges Pow- 
e'l, Russell and Hill on.the same ques- 
tion. They all maintained that any 
medical, toilet or culinary preparation 
containing alcohol not charged enougn 
to produce a jag did not apply’ to 
those beverages known as intoxicants. 

Another comment was made. The mat- 
ter has been brought up that. before 
the prohibition bill was passed _tiast 
Summer the medical society of this city 
passed resolutions, asking the legisia- 
ture, then In session, for a hearing on 
the question, in order that certain re- 
strictions would not be put in the pro- 
hibition bill. They were refused this 
audience. 

The druggists al] over the city explain 
that they do not want to violate any 
law of the state, but that they are 
compelled to sel] certain necessities. 
Regarding the statement that Judge 
Broyles made, requiring a prescription 
from aphysician, they reply that the pro 
hibition bill does not say anytning 
about prescriptions, except in the para- 
graph where pure alcohol, free from 
any concoction, is mentioned. ‘I'nai 
prescriptions are to be given for patent 
medicines, cod liver oil, listerine, ja- 
maica ginger, etce., they say they can 
see nothing In the prohibition law to 


\red@ire it. 


The statement to the public is concise, 
but plain, fully bearing out their posi- 
tion in the discussion. They make a 
plain assefTtion that if the public has 
the idea that they have been selling in- 
toxicants promiscuously they are not 
rightfully informed, that no retailer or 
wholesaler in the city has violated any 
law. 

Another feature of the case is that tne 
pure food laws of the United States 
government require many compound 
to contain a certain per cent of at- 
cohol, or else they are held liable to 
prosecution. 

The statement of the Atlanta Drugg1s' 
Association is ag follows: 

To the Public: In view of the publications 
which have appeared in the newspapers in the 
last few days concerning the sale of drugs 
and medicines in the city of Atlanta and the 
discussion of whether or not such sales can 
be lawfully made under the recent prohibition 
act, the undersigned, as 2 committee of the 
Atlanta Druggists’ Association, desire to state 
the position of the members of the associa- 
tion on this subject. It ts now, and has al- 
ways been, the purpose of the members of 
this association, not only to obey the law to 
its letter, but to give it their cordial support 
as good citizens. This question came up be- 
fore our association at a meeting held on 
January 14 and at that meeting we unant- 
mously adopted the following resoluttons: 

“Whereas, It has been brought to our 
attention that a large part of the public 
of Atlanta is under the tmpression that 
the prohibilton law recently enacted will 
be violated through the drug stores; and 

“Whereas, It {fs indispensible to 
proper and the successful conduct 
drug store that it shall maintain an uwun- 
commonly high standard of fair dealing 
and law-abiding condrct, and necessary to 
its success fo have the confidence of the 
vublic. Therefore be It 

“Resolved, That the members of the 
Atlanta Druggists’ Assoclation do hereby 
pledge themselves as an association and 
individuaNly to uphold all the laws of the 
State, and especially the prohibition law 
and the law against the sale of cocaine 
and other narcotics. 

‘Resolved further, That in_the conduct 
of our business, while meeting the requlire- 
ments of the public for supplying the de- 
mand for all legitimate drugs and medi- 
cines kept by drug stores, we shall refuse 
sell any preparation which we have 

reason to believe is to used otherwise 

than legitimately a medicine.’’ 

We ean but emphasize now on behalf of our 
association and its members the position taken 
by the association in these resolutions before 
the question came up for discussion in the 
newspapers. If any part of the public enter- 
tain the belief that after a short while when 
matters have settled down they can defeat 
the prohibition law through the drug stores 
and ge intoxicaing liquors there as a bever- 
age, it may as well discard such jdea at 
once. so far as the Atlanta Druggists’ As- 
sociation and its members are concerned, as 
we are not going % allow it to be done. Our 
members are engaged in iegitimate business 
which ts indispensable to the public welfare; 
its members are conducting it in a perfectly 
legitimate way and will continue to do so, 
and we are entitled to, and feel confident we 
will receive, the uManimous support of the 
public as long as our business is conducted 
in thig Way. 

Next to the physician «he public must rely 
in the most serlous matters of life upon the 
licensed pharmacists. 

It would seriously menace the pubile health 
if a forced construction of any law is ever 
used to prevent the sale of indispensable and 
well-known remedies like paragoric. We do 
not believe the present law was ever intended 
for any such purpose or otherwise than to 
prevent drunkenne@gs and the use of intoxi- 
cants as beverages.

MANY RADICAL CHANGES 
IN BASKETBALL RULES 


By JOHN P. 


“What a difference there is in this 
game as it is played today and that of 
the basketball I knew and played a mat- 
ter of a wozen years ago down east,” said 
a Yale graduate. “Can it be the same 
e@ame? If # is, IT hardly know it,’’.he 
continued as the referee's whistle biew, 
when two men checked a single oppo- 
nent. ‘It was not that way in the old 
days. I have seen a whole team on one 
man with the ball just as in a football 
game.” 

The ex-son of Fli was right. Basketball 
has undergone a big change since it was 
introduced in the west, a matter of a 
dozen years or so ago. And this change 
principalHy has been brought about by 
the west. The east has by no means kept 
pace with the west in the matter of de- 
veloping the game along genuine lines, 
and no team from the game's former 
home can compete with the best of the 
westerners at the style basketball 
whjch now is played in the middle states. 
Ever since the Young Men's Christian 
Association took up the sport it gradu- 
ally has been separated from rough 
house tacties or opportunities for such, 
and now it is not necessary to be the 
possessor of those qualities which go to 
make a football player to become an 
adept at the gymnasium game. 


The lean and slender, under western 
rules, have as good a chance as the most 
rugge}; ,and it is entirely a question of 
skiil and speed now instead of a com- 
pound of these and a rugged body cou- 
pled with physical endurance. This has 
been a great boon ito those not blessed 
with a goodly portion of animal strength 
and of late years the best basketballers 
have been drawn from the ranks of those 
who in former days would have been 
classe@p as weaklings. But it is a ques- 
tion whether it has been qa good thing 
for the game, as athletes of fine physique 
are inclined to consider the sport as 
fitter for Willies and girls than for men. 
These have been driven from the sport 
by the stringent rules which bar any- 
thing akin to burly play. 

Players of former days will remember 
the difficulties under which they labored, 
not only in the introduction of the game, 
but in the location of suitable places in 
which to play it. Halls and gymnasiums 
were not built in those years with an 
eye to the game, and many a big contest 
has been played in halls where pillars in 
the center of the floor were not uncom- 
mon objects against which heads were 
regularly bumped in the course of the 
match.

At first the sport hai to 
the playing space, and 
styles were developed in different parts 
the country. High schools took up 
the spotr with celerity as their gym- 
nasiums generally were the only places 
in a town where it could be played.

New York, January 25.—Important | 
changes in the rule governing the for-| 
ward pass play which will prove of ad-| 
vantage to weaker teams and other, 
legislation were made by the 
intercollegiate football rules committee, | 
which concluded its session here to- 
night. 

The new rule on the play of forward | 
pass covers particularly the _ illegal 
touching of the ball. When illegally 
touched, the side making the illegal 
play loses the ball to its opponent on 
the spot from which the pass was made. 


According to the new rule only the 
man of the passer’s side who first le- 
Bally touches the ball may 


an opponent. If the forward pass 
legally touched, and then free, and 
then touched by another player of the 


if 


, Passer’s side, the ball goes to tha vp- 


ponents at the spot where touched. 
About Defensive Tactics. 


The committee considered the ques- 
tion of defensive tactics in connection 
with the forward pass and it was de- 
cided that while the forward pass is in 
the air, the players of the defensive 
side may not use their hands or arms 
On their opponents except to push them 
Out of the way to get at the ball. In 
order to eliminate holding and tackling, 
it is provided that the players of the 
Side making the forward pass, who are 
eligible to receive the pass may use 
their hands and arms just the same way 
that players go down under tne kick. 

A new rule was passed making the 
intermission between the halves of the 
game fifteen minutes. A delay of two 
minutes beyond that time gives the 
ball to the team on the field, which 
may then place the ballon the thirtv- 
yard line of the offending eleven. An- 
other rule adopteg provides that all 
forfeited games hereafter are to score 
as one to nothing. The committee pass- 
ed a rule that all penalties except in 
the case Of a man disqualified may be 
declined by the offended side. Ir the 
future, the field judge wil] act as timer 
instead of linesman.

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RULES GOVERNING ELECTION OF 
DELEGATES AND ALTERNATES 


The following rules and regulations 
governing the election of delegates and 
alternates to the Continental Congress 
have been received from the chairman 
of the credential committee: 


The credential committee requests that your 
chapter treasurer forward, with her February 
report to the treasurer general, a correct list 
of all members, showing those whose 1907 dues 
to the national society are paid, as no mem- 
ber can be accepted as delegate or alternate 
unless in good standing with the chapter and 
national society. 

If any member of your chapter has married, 
died, resigned or has been transferred, kindly 
state that fact, a@ this is absolutely necessary 
in order to have a correct list for the cre- 
dential committee 

As soon as delegates and alternates are 
elected send names to the chairman of the 
credential committee. Delegates and alter- 
mates must be elected by the chapter, not ap- 
pointed by the regent. 

Chapter regents are very earnestly requested 
to notice the regulation bearing upon the 
Subject of representation in congress. 

Article 11, section 6, page 24 of the by-laws 
reads aa follows: 

“Bach chapter shall elect a regent, secre- 
tary. registrar, treasurer, other officers, and 
local board of management, at that time of 
year that best suite its convenience: but the 
delegates must be elected on or before the Ist

of March preceding the Continental Congress. 
A regent may be empowered by her chapter 


rom illneag or other cause, after the ist of 
March, from alternates duly elected for that 
purpose, on or before the Ist of March.”’ 

Article 5, section 8, page 8 of the constitu- 
tion reads as follows: 

“Bach chapter shall be entitled to be 
represented at the Continental Congress by 
ite regent or her alternate. 

‘The chapterg shall be entitled to be repre- 
sented by their regent and one delegate for 
the first fifty members; when 100 members 
are attained, to still be represented by but 
one delegate. This to apply to all chapters. 

‘After the first hundred, the representation 
shal! be in a ratio of one delegate to every 
subsequent one hundred. 

“An alternate shall be elected 
chapter regent and delegate. 

“Only members who have paid 
for the official year, then current, 
entitled to representation.’’ 

Regents of chapters organized after March 
1 are not entitled to alternates, because the 
time limit for the election of these alternates 
bas already expired. 

No chapter can be represented by a member 
of any other chapter. : 
Representation in congress will be based 
on the dues for 1907, received by the treas- 

urer general on or before March 1, 1908. 

All these requirements will be strictly en- 
forced, and chapter regents are hereby in- 
formed that delegates and alternates elected 
after the lst day of March will not be recog- 
nized by the committee on credentials.

Cresk chapter, and at the re- 
quest of the editor, Nas consented to 
write several articles for this column, 
the subject matter of which is gath- 
ered from the old records of Wilkes 
county. 

In the year 1774 Governor Wright opened a 
jand court in Georgia, where Broad river 
joins the Savannah, and a stockade fort was 
built inclosing an acre; here was sold the 
land ‘‘ceded’’' by the Creek and Cherokee 
Indians to pav the traders. On June 11 he 
issued his vroclamation stating that he would 
have the land surveyed and parceled out in 
tracts from 100 to 1,000 acres. To the head 
of each family was to be sold 100 acres and 
60 acres for each child and 560 acres for the 
wife. It was at this time that William J. 
Anthony, the eldest son of Joseph Anthony. 
erd Elizabeth Clark came to Geofgia from 
Virginia. He bought the tract of land on 
Broad river now known as the Anthony 
shoals property. The country wes almost an 
unbroken wilderness; however, this man of 
energy and enterprise made a clearing and 
erected a log cabin and thus laid the founda- 
tion for what afterwards developed into a 
handsome eatate. Later a nutmber of his 
brothers came to Georgia, but not until after 
the revolution, Macajah and James in 1787, 
Mark and Bowling in 1788. Ali of them, as 
the land records show, got grants in Wilkes 
county and settled on them. 

These Anthonys were men of enterprise and 


of| 


industry; not only Were they successful 
farmers, but some were mechanical genuses. 

As soon as Mark, Jr., came to Georgja he 
erected a mill on Broad river. We find on 
record that in 1819 the legislature passed sev- 
“ral acts oY navigation concerning Broad 
river, in which is mentioned Anthony's mill. 

Hon. Joel DuBose, of Huguenot, Ga., tells 
me an amusing incident which his father 
often related to him; it is thfs: When Wilkes 
county wag being cut up into Elbert, Lincoln 
and other counties Mark Anthony was not 
willing to have his mill in any county but 
Wilkes. After expostulating with the sur- 
veyors to no avail he took his shotgun and 
made them rum the line leaving his mili in 
Wilkes.

No less than fifteen prominent families in 
Georgia, and possibly as many more in Vir- 
ginia, trace the®r origin to Joseph and Eliza- 
beth Anthony. In Virginia we find General 
Joseph E. Johnson and others. In Georgia 
the Branhama, the Boykins, the Candlers, 
the Cartere, the Coopers, the Fews, the 
Hamiltons, the Nesbits, Popes, Stovalls, 
Lanes, Tates. Terrelis, Jordans and others. 

Some time soon I would like to tell you of 
Mark Anthony, the first to come over to this 
country from Italy, also of the distinguished 
Dr. Milton Anthony, who founded the Au- 
gusta Medical college.
